in clover.—Chicago Tribune.

Alexandria, C airo and the Pyramids 
O ur American Devine Employs an 
Egyptian Free Thinker as D rag­ 
oman 
A Chance for Mis 
sionary Work Among 
Men With Bible 
Names

A fter landing at Alexandria wo en­ 
tered anew world. 
The clim ate is at 
leant th irty dee roe« warmer. 
In Italy 
we did not venture out much 
without 
overcoats. 
The weather was cool all 
the way from New 
York to Messina 
Much of the time it rained. 
Hut from 
Messina we took a southeasterly course 
to Alexandria, and we hood perceived 
a marked difference in the tem pera­ 
ture. 
W o had lint* weather and could 
sit comfortably on the upper deck in 
the middle of the day 
without over 
coat*. 
One night it stormed and rocked the 
ship to the discomfort of same of us 
“ land-lubbers.” 
It wan plain that, we 
wi re crossing the path of the A pjatle 
Paul before he was ship-wrecked at 
M ileta and not far from the Cave of 
Aeolus. 
A h soon as we reached Alexandria 
we threw off our heavy underwear and 


put on light coats. 
The heat has been 
very intense in Cairo and farther up 
the N ile. 
A party has just returned from L u x - 


on and several of them were overcome 


bv the heat and 
are now 
under the 
doctor’s care. 
They say it was 115 degrees in the 
shade. 
W e have not suffered 
much 
from the heat since we are in Cairo. 
Wo have been favored with splendid 
weather. 
The Am erican t oneul Gen­ 
eral told us that a few days before 
we 
arrived it was oppressive! . warm. 
; 
Many of the w ealthier c a->ae 


leave for Alexandria and Italy to 
the summer. 
Flies and mosquitoes are 
making 
themselves felt. 
Our beds are covered 
with netting but not a few 
find their 
way to your ears. 
T h e ir music is just 
the same hh in 
Am erica. 
The only 
difference that 1 
perceived, 
is, that 
they seize upon your blood before they 
sound the bugle, 
W h ile there seems 
to be a perfect bedlam of tongues 
among the people, the animals all 
speak the same language the world 
over. 
The crow of the rooster and the 
bray of the donkey seems 
very 
home- 
like and fam iliar in this land of strange 


tongues. 
Our dragoman 
a* 
Alexandria 
was 
able to speak our language very fluent­ 
ly. 
He lived in Chicago three years 
and had picked up the 
language and 
much of 
the energy and push of that 
bustly oit.v. 
He rushed us from place 
to place with genuine western snap. 
His name is Moses David or David 
Moses— he said it did not m atter which 
we called him. 
He is an Hgyptian by 
birth and a free-thinker in religion. 
He acted as guide for Dr. Chapman, 
the well know n evangelist of New York, 
and received an excellent recommenda­ 
tion from him a few weeks ¿ago. 
He 
told us, with considerable feeling, that 
the traveling companion of Dr. C hap­ 
man died very suddenly in Jerusalem 
a week or so past and that his wife and 
daughter accompanied the body back 
to his horn«* In N ew York. 
It certain ­ 
ly was a very sad voyage for that fam 
ily. 
C airo is full of Am erican and 
Euro- 
pean tourists. 
The other day we met 
a party of Germans from St. 
Louis, 
some twenty In n u m b er, in t he citadel 
of Mohammed A ll. 
C o o k’s party is 
also in the city of Cairo. 
W e have met >omo very excellent 
people, who have not only made them­ 
selves agreeable, 
but, 
with 
their 
know ledge of this country, have been 
very helpful to us. 
A doctor from 
England accompanied us from Messina 
on the Italian steamship Humber! I , 
who has given us the benefit of his ex­ 
tensive travels in Africa. 
He speaks 
English, French and German. 
He and 
his bride are making their wedding 
tour to South Africa. 
She has been 
very seasick and not much in love with 
the voyage. 
I would advise young people to stay 
on land during ihelr honeymoou, 
un­ 
less they are proof against sea-sick­ 


ness. 
A young Russian from Moscow 
ha.- 
also given us the benefit of his univer­ 
sity 
training and 
wide information. 
He is rem arkably well-informed for his 
age. 
Ho proposes next year to visit 
Am erica. 
He seems to have plenty of 
money to spend, and i- intere-ted in 
gold 
and silver mining. 
He voyaged 


vith us on 
the M editerranean 
and 


spent considerable time 
with 
is in 
Cairo. 
W e have now sufficiently recovered 
from the effects of our donkey ride to 
the py ramids to say that never before 
ha < 
we beheld any works of man that 
have so excited our wonder and curios 


ity. 
The ride to the pyramids was one 
continuous surprise. 
Our donkeys pat - 
- l along at a smart gate of live miles 
in hour with the donkey boys running 
:lo-e behind with their fam iliar song 
and an occasional crack of the whip. 
W e crossed the splendid iron bridge 
of the N ile, crowded with loaded cam ­ 
els, donkeys and carts, accompanied by 
thousands of men, women and children 
)d their way to market. 
Beyond the 
bridge, in the broad and beautiful ave- 
nu \ lined with stately tree.- on either 
side, we met a regim ent of British sol' 
iiers dressed in splendid uniform and 
stepping quickly to the music of the 
hand. 
The picture was so imposir g 
that we lined up our donkeys and gave 
them a good old Yankee cheer, which 
wa> answered by a graceful salute of 
tin officers and the smiles of the men. 
A healthier, finer set of men we never 


-«aw outside of Am erica. 
Our photographer dismounted and 
took a snap shot of th«* soldiers and 
the donkey e<juad. 
< »no of our donkeys 
was named C alifornia, another “ Yan- 
kee-doodle” in honor of Am erica. 
The 
natives often greet us with the shout, 


“ Hoi Yankee-doadle!” 
The ascent of the great pyramid was 
madeDn about twenty minutes, with 
the assistance of three Arabs. 
Your 
correspondent was the second 
in our 
party to reach the top. 
M y assistants 
were Htrong men and they pulled and 
pushed me up over those great stones 
faster than I cared to go. 
O ne’s name 
was “ A braham '' and the other “ M a­ 
homet.” 
The latter said he took M ark 


Twain to the top when he 
was there 


ten years ago, and wan the same man 
who ran down one pyram id and to the 
top of tho other in ten minutes upon a 
wager made by M ark Tw ain. 
I 
re ­ 
garded myself as 
most 
fortunate in 
having such reliable and trustworthy 
hel per s. 
W hen they asked me to buy 
a few 
rusty coins, dating back, as they said, 
to the time of the Pharaohs, of course 
1 took them at a franc apiece, about 
twenty times tb eir value, 
I 
felt that 
my life was in their hands. If they had 
for a moment let go their hold on me 
there would have been nothing left of 
me but a mass of broken bones. 
S e v ­ 
eral times they lifted me from my feet, 
and swung 
me over precipices that 
made me dizzy. 
Th ey kept telling me 
horrible tales about men who attem pt­ 
ed to clim b the 
pyram id 
alone and 
were picked up at tho bottom, mangled 
and broken into a 
thousand 
pieces. 
Th e inside passages 
of the pyramid 
wore no less dangerous. 
It was more 
difficult to get a foothold. 
The alabas 
ter stones were worn as 
smooth ana j 
slippery as glass. 
Many 
times my I 
whole weight 
was thrown 
upon my 
guides who always encouraged 
me to 
do so. 
W hen 1 reached the 
bottom, I 
cheerfully paid 
my men 
a shilling 
apiece and 
wrote them 
a flattering 
recommendation. 
W h en the rest of 
our company came down they said their 
guides claim ed 
the same credentials 
from M ark Tw ain, and had performed 
the same feat. 
One claim ed that he 
ran down the side of Cheops, 
and to 
the top of C hafre in nine minutes and 
would do it again if each of our party 
would give him a shilling. 
W h en you stand at the base and 
look up you begin to realize 
the im ­ 
mense si/e of the stone structure. 
The 
side walls look as if they stood almost 
perpendicular. 
The exact 
angle of 
incline is 52 degrees 
from the 
base 
line. 
Th e perpendic itar height of the 
great pyram id from the 
base 
line is 
182 feet; the height of each sloping 
side is 5<W feet. 
The length of each 
si jv at the base is about T^O feet. 
To 
walk around 
it, would cover 
three- 
quarters of a mile over much 
of 
the 
ruins that have fallen from 
its «ides. 
Th e outermost covering is all 
gone, 
which probably consisted 
of slabs of 
limestone and granite from the 
Mo- 
kattam hills east of 
the 
Nile. 
The 
stupendous ecructure covers an area of 
nearly thirteen acres, 
i ’ut four of our 
Dixon blocks together and build up a 
slant wail on each side to an apex 
500 
feet high and you have some 
idea of 
this immense mountain of 
rock. 
Of 
the transporting view from the summit 
and the inner cham bers I 
w ill speak 
later, as the donkeys are 
now ready 
for another jaunt.
